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Applicant's arguments filed November 22, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's 
argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually 
where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck 
& Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). The examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining 
or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do 
so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 
F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). Applicants argument that 
Mozes does not disclose a solubility problem for the peptide is not persuasive, because a problem in solubility would not be the only 
motivating factor to increase a concentration of the recited peptide into a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier. A peptide pharmaceutical 
with a higher concentration would have advantages. In this case, Mozes (U.S. 2004/0127408 A1) does disclose the use of the peptide, 
which has 100% identity with the instant claimed peptide as a pharmaceutical to treat systemic lupus erythematosus. Mozes does 
disclose the modification of the pharmaceutical properties of peptides, including solubility (see [0088]). Mozes does disclose the 
manufacture of a pharmaceutical composition with a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier (see [0102]). Hora et al. describes the 
solubilization and/or stabilization of multiple polypeptides in the concentration range from 0.25 mg/ml to 1 mg/ml using hydroxypropyl P- 
cyclodextrin. Hora et al. do describe the benefit of substituted P-cyclodextrin as compared to unsubstituted p-cyclodextrin using multiple 
polypeptides (see Table 2 A and B, and Table 3). In addition, Stella et al. do describe enhanced aqueous solubilization, reduced toxicity, 
and reduced membrane disruption of the sulfobutyl ether substituted p-cyclodextrin (see U.S. Patent '127, col. 3, lines 9-16). 
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
